The following narrative of the experiences 
on board the Discovery. is suppHed by the 
chaplai: of that ahip, the Kev. Charles 
Hodson -— 255 ; 

* We left Portsmouth on May.29, went 
through the Scilly Islands, and: arrived at 
Berehaven on.June2, 1 think we lett there 
the next afterncon. We had a very rough 
passage inost of the way through the Atlan- 
tio, We. were accompanied: by the Alert 
and the Valorous, the latter carrying coals. 
In a cyclone somewhere ‘of other:in the 
Atlantio ono of.our boats was destroyed and 
another damaged severely... Afterthat wo 
only sighted one sail all the way, and that 
was a British vessel homeward bound, namo 
and cargo. unknown, . I cannot remember

Greenland, but it took us.about. flve weoke 
to-reach safely tho. port of Disco Islabd; 
There ate ninoty-six peuple: living in that 
port, The population is composed of Danes 
and Esquimauz, and in, gonerally speaking, ‘

Greenland . has his residence: there, The 
occupation of the pebple consiats in catching 
seals, which abound there, for the oil and 
sking, The harbour is a commodious one, 
and here wo remained fourteen day, aud 
sent home despatches, .When we arrived 
we found that the Alert had’ arrived there | 
some hours before, and was then cosling 
from the Valorous; which had arrived the 
preceding day, We had not seen the Valo- 
rous since we were parted from ber on Juno 
13, but we had been in company with the 
Alert for five days previously, - Directly 
we got round Cape Farewell tho weas. 
ther became. fine, and. it was very 
smooth a8. wa passed through Davie Strait: 
The houses in Disco are built of wood 
and painted black. Some of the poorer 
people live in hovels built of turf. The 
{sland is situated in lat. about 70 .deg,, and 
its area is nearly fifty milessquare. Direct- 
ly we arrived a salate was dred from three 
small brass cannons before the inspector's 
honse. The present inspector is a Danish 
officer; named Smith, ‘There is a school, 
very well conducted, and about . sixteen 
children attended, The achool-master also 
conducts the religions services; on Sundays, 
in the church, whioh is of the Lutheran 
denomination. .A pastor comes from Uper- 
navik, which is farther north, whenever 
any of themore important ‘religious cere- 
monies are to be performed, auch as 
marriages or christenings. There we stayed 
aboutien days, made excursions into the 
mountains, and exchanged: civilities, with 
theGoverncr, The people sre very quiet 
and-well conducted. At that place the 
weather was very warm, for the snow had 
not yet melted on the tops of the hills.

We also built a 
magnetic observatory and an ico theatre ; 
but, firat of all, a smithy was built, on Nov. 
16, 1876." 5t bad & roof made of coal-bngs, 
cemented with ice; and our stoker, who 
worked as a black-smith, had a very nice 
aed of it's but he made a good many holea 
n the wall, as, whenever he wanted to cool 
the iron, he had only to thrust it through 
tho ice, The theatre was 60 ft, long by 27- 
ft, broad, It had o greon-room and. a 
stage. Woe oalled it the Alexandra Theatre, 
in honour of the Princess of Wales, and it 
was opened on Des, 1, her birthday, when 
we produced the farce, “My Turn ext,” 
Some songs were afterwards sung by tho 
men, Mr Miller, one-of our’ engineers, 
was one of our best actors, and a great 
support to our theatre. From timo to 
time during the winter plays were 
produced by: officers and men alternately, 
The entertainments ‘were varied by songs 
and recitations, not a few of these. being 
original. On. Nov, 6 we had a bonfire. on 
the ice, and. burat the ‘Guy’ according to 
the. usual custom, We had rockets, blue 
lights, and different other “things, ond’ 
enjoyed ourselves in every possible way, 
lforgot to ssy that wo'saw the laat sun 
-about Oot. 17, There were-splendid ¢ffoota 
in the ‘sky about that time, and the hills 
were tinged with purple and.gold. While 
the gun disappeared the men had an extra 
glass of grog served out to them. As soon 
as the ice was sufficlently firm a walk of a 
maitle in length was constructed by shoyell-. 
ing away the anow, This. place was 
generally used as an exercise-ground. Dur- 
ing the -winter we also constructed a 
skating-rink. We made it in this way. 
Wo cleared away the snow in a circle of six 
or seven feot in diameter, and made a hole 
in the ice, through which we drew the water 
in buckets and poured it on the rough ice. 
We always kept a fire-hole in the ico near 
the ship. From time to time this gradually 
rolosed, and it had then to be sawn with ica- 
sawa or. blasted with gunpowder, The 
dogs lived on the open floe all the winter, 
The changes in the temperature are. very 
rapid and remarkable, I have known it to 
vary 60 deg inafew hours, The coldest 
weather we had was in March, when ono 
night the glass showed minus 70} deg. 
Fahrenheit; that Is, over 100. deg, below 
freezing-point-—tho greatest sold’ ever 
reached by any expédition. We wore vei 
thick warm. clothing, sud never was it 
more wedded, And. now a few words as 
to. the manner in which we kept Onrlst- 
nias,  Firet of -all, wo had. in tho 
torning the -‘Obristmas waits’ in: the 
usual manner, A sergeant of marines; a 
mate, and three: others, went round tte 
ship singing carols suited to the occasion, 
and made. a special stay outside the 
Captain's cabin on the lower.deck. .
